(iii) The royalty shall be paid to the pay & 
Accounts Officer Department of Petroleum, 
New Delhi. 


(d) The Commission shall, within the first 30 days of 
every month, furnish to the Central Government, 
a full and proper return showing the quantity and 
gross value of all crude oil, casing head condensate 
and natural gas obtained during the proceeding 
month in pursuance of the licence. The return 
shall be in the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed 
hereto. 


(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/- 
as security as required by rule 11 of the PNG 
Rules. 


(f) The Commission shall pay every year a fee in res- 
pect of the licence calculated at the following rates 
for each sq. kilometer or part thereof covered by 
the licence. 

(i) Rs. 4 for the first year of the licence;

RESOLUTION 

Subject.- — Council for Forestry Research & Education — 
Setting up of. 

No. 12-4/75-FRY-T. — With a view to promoting forest 
research and education within the existing administrative 
structure and achieving the desired degree of coordination 
between Central and State Forest research institutions and 
and universities, the Government of India have had under 
consideration the need of constituting a Council of Forest 
Research and Education (CFRE) in the light of the recom- 
mendations made bv the Natioanl Commission on Agricul- 
ture (NCA) in its Interim Report on Forest Research and 
Education (March 1974) and re-iterated by/the NCA in 
its Final Report (1976). As forest research and education 
programme should be based upon a comprehensive analysis 
of long-term needs and consequently on long-range planning, 
an efficient machinery is required for identification of pro- 
blems, formulations and effective coordination of research 
and\ education programme and an assessment of technical 
manpower requirement. In view of the major responsibilitv 
devolving on the Union Government, the Government of 
India has accepted the recommendations of the NCA that 
such a council may be set up as a central coordinating 
agency. The Council will be able to free the research staff 
of the Forest Research Institute, Dehra Dun from the burden 
of coordinating activities, so that such staff can devote more 
time on initiating and guiding research and training pro- 
gramme. 

The C.F.R.E., with the support of the Department of 
Agriculture (Forestry Division) and the State Forest Depart- 
ments would be able to help the universities to develop their 
potential for forest research and education. One of the 
important responsibilities of the Council will be to sponsor 
researches requiring multi -locational experimentation prior 
to large scale trials, coordinated programmes research requir- 
ing multi-disciplinary approach at more than one centre etc., 
so that duplication of efforts mav be avoided and the limited 
resources of the Government put to the optimum use, 
autonomy in undertaking, aiding, promoting and coordinating 
agricultural education, research and its application in practice 
has evolved following a good deal of changes in stages in 
that sector. In forestry, at this stage a complete divorce ot 
research and administration mav take forest research further 
away from the field. Though full autonomy to the C.F.R.E. 
may not yet be feasible, it should be given suitable autonomy 
as early as possible. 

The Council of Forest Research Education has accordingly 
been constituted as under : —

Functions : — 

The functions of the Council will be as follows : — 

1. To coordinate, promote and lay down broad policies 
of forest research and education in India. 

2. To sponsor All-India coordinated research pro 
grammes in forestry, and any regional or national 
conference, seminar or workshop. 

3. To evoluate forest research and development in the 
central research institutions/centres and the univer- 
sities and, for this purpose, to appoint committees 
for undertaking research achievement audit. 

4. To constitute any panel or sub-committee *o initiate, 
examine, review and coordinate forest research sche- 
mes projects in any particular discipline, and to 
assist and advise the Council in that regard. 

5. To set up panels or working groups for devising and 
approving syllabi for forestry courses in the univer- 
sities and for reviewing them periodically. 

6. To set up panels for similar action as in item No. 4 
in respect of in-service training and education of 
forestry personnel at different levels in the central 
re search-cum-te aehi n g institutions. 

7. To have an assessment made of technical manpower, 
including each category of specialisation, needed at 
professional levels in forestry management, research, 
education and industries, to prepare inventory of 
personnel engaged in forest management, research and 
education and to arrange for suitable training and 
placement. 

8. Any other matters affecting forest research and edu- 
cation which are relevant to any other functions of 
the Council. 

Rules of Business : — 

The business of the Council will be governed by the 
following rules : — 

1. The Council shall meet at least once in a. year. 

2. Matters of urgency may be circulated to the mem- 
bers of the Council to elicit opinion. 

3. The Council may lay down the rules of business for 
any panel, sub-committee or working group, etc! , 
that may be set up by the Council. 

4. The Member-Secretary will fix the date, time and 
place for every meeting of the Council and will cir- 
culate the agenda at least 4 weeks in advance.
